TAKEN .TO — PALACE 





Mrs. Roosevelt and Colonel 
Later Reunited in Private 
at the Station. 


By Associated Press. 

KHARTOUM. March 14.—Col. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt and his party arrived 
here at 5 o’clock this afternoon. The 
former President receive a most flatter- 
ing reception. 

The steamcr Dal, upon which the 
American miembers of the Smithsonian 
African Scientific Expedition made the 
trip from Gondokoro, was delayed some- 
what by the unusually turbulent waters 
of the White Nile, but the party was 
able to keep with:n one hour of the 
scheduled time for the arzrival here. 

Earlier in the day the staff of the 
Sirdar, Major-General Sir Francis 
Wingate, had proceeded up the river 
in a launch to meet the Dal and ex- 
tended the first formal greeting to 
the distinguished visitor. The of- 
ficials were taken on board the 
steamer and escorted their guest into 
the town. 

Roosevelt on the Bridge. 

As the Dal was sighted the Amer- 
ican, British and Egyptian flags could 
be made out flying above the vessel. 
As the craft turned her-‘nose into the 
harbor, the thousands on shore were 
quick to recognize the figure of Col. 


toosevelt standing on the bridge. 
He was dressed in a khaki hunting 


suit and wore a while helmet. Sur- 
rounding him were the members of thx 
Sirdar’s staff. Recognition of the 
American was the stgnal ror a burst of 
cheering that continued as the vesse! 
Slowly found her pier. Col. Roosevelt 
acknowledged the greeting, raising his 
hat repeatedly and smiling. 

A steam launch filled with newspaper 
correspondents from all parts of the 
world accempanied the Dal in the (ast 
part of the trin. 

Upon the pier’ Col. Roosevelt was 
pressed by an enormous crowd, al! 
eager for the nearest possible view, 
but his escort saved him from any por- 
sible discomfort. He was at once es- 
corted to the palate of the Sirdar, at 
the steps of which he was received: by 
the high Sudan officials. The passage 
from the steps to the palace door was 
hned by members of the Sirdar’s body- 
guard, and as Col. 
between the lines he again raised, his 
hat in response to the salutations. of 
the throng. 


Receives High Officials. 
Within the palace, Col. Roosevelt re- 


ceived all of the uigher officials of the 
Government, after which tea was served. 
The stay at the palace was brief. Col. 
,voosevelt hurryed away to the railway 
station to meet Mrs. Roosevelt and Miss 
Ethel Roosevelt, who were wr eT on 
the train due at 5 o'clock. 

Col. Roosevelt arrived at the station 
in time to meet his wife and daughter 
upon their arrival. 

The officials of the city had so ar- 
ranged affairs that this family reunion, 
after a year’s separation, was in strict 
privacy. After a few moments of se- 
clusion, a very happy appearing family 
emerged from the station and ‘proceeded 
to the palace. This evening no one 
was permitted to disturb the privacy of 
the Roosevelts. Toniorrow the round of 
entertainments and the sightseeing wil! 
begin. 

Roosevelt's Program. 

Tuesday will be devoted to sightsee- 
‘ng around Khartum, and visits will -be 
paid to the Gordon Memorial College 
and other noted institutions. In the 
evening the heads of the governmental 
departments and their wives will meet 
the Americans at a dinner at-the pal- 
ace. The guests will include Slatin 
Pasha, the writer who has so vividly 
described the gnassacres in the Sudan. 

Wednesday mornirg Col. Roosevelt 

will visit Omdurman. The hills of Ker. 
reri, seven miles from.Omdurman, mark 
the site of the great battle of Omdur- 
man, Sept. 2, 1878, when the khalifa’s 
irmy was annihilated and the rule. of 
the khalifa brought to an end. He will 
inspect. the khalifa’s house and meet 
the local Celebrities. 
‘In the afternoon a game has been 
arrangéd for his wenefit at the Gym- 
kana Polo Grounds, and after that he 
will visit the American mission. In the 
evening he will be the guest of the 
Khartum Club at a dinner, at which 
covers will be laid fer @. 

Thursday is a free day, but it is prob- 
able that the ex-President will attend 
the Masonic Lodge befere his departure 
and witness the Sudanese drill.

DR. MEEKER LIFTS 
LID AT 225 CLUBS

The most successful lid lifter in St. 
Louis is the Rey. Jacob E. Meeker, 
pastor of the Compton Hill Congrega- 
tional Church.

Mary E. Boyce, who lives at the Hotel 
Beers, is assessed on personal property 
of $20,000 after she failed to schedule. 
Last year her name Was not on the per- 
sonal property tax list.

Assessor Makes Increases. 

Fully one-half the large increases 
were made by the, Assessor, the prop- 
erty owners having failed to make the 
returns required by law. Assessor 
Brinkop was asked by a Pdést-Dispatch 
reporter why he did not cause the is- 
suance of warrants against all these, 
instead of naming only Ffancis, Clif- 
ford, Allen, Judge Priest and John Scul- 
lin. He replied: 

“IT examined the records for several 
years back, and made a list of 18 who 
were old offenders in the matter of fail- 
ure to make personal tax returns. I 
then made repeated demands on them, 
and when five of them gave me no S8at- 
isfaction, I caused the warrants to be 
issued againgt them, in order to test the 
law. For the present, I shall ask for 
no more warrants.”’ 

The assessor has previously stated 
that Adolphus Busch, whom he in- 
creased from $600,000 to $2,000,000, made 
no return, but gave as a reason that 
he was prevented by illness from giving 
his attention to the matter. 

“Statemen’s Row,” in Carondelet, a 
small tract within the boundaries of 
Steins street, Koeln street, Alaska 
and Idaho avenues, made an odd show- 
ing of minute tax bills. 

The “lots” in the tract, owned by a 
number of officeholders who have no 
other real estate, are assessed at $10 
éach, and the taxes on each are 22 
cents, not enough to pay for the cost 
of assessing and collecting. Bepre- 
sentative Joseph Brogan and former 
Delegate Frank Hussey are the own- 
ers of two of these lots, and Richard 
A. Walker of another. Dr. Richard 
A. Walker is delegate from the Twen- 
ty-second Ward. 

Error in Campbell's theturns. 

The official Hsts show that an error 
was made in the recent unofficia) re 
ports of James Campbell's new personal 
return. It ts somewhat over $1,800,000, 
instead of being $2,700,000, as was report- 
ed. This means that Campbell multi- 
plied his former return of $450,000 by 
four, and not by six.

TS FINAL PLEA IN 
UPREME COURT 


Eight Justices Are Hearing 
Argument Against Federal 
Dissolution Order. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 14—Found by 


the lower Federal Court to be a combi- 
nation in restraint of trade and a mo- 
nopoly of a branch of interstate com- 
merce, “the Standard Oil’ today ap- 
peared at the bar of the Supreme Court 
of the United States to make final ar- 
gument against its dissolution under 
the Sherman anti-trust law. The Gov- 


ernment was present to insist on the de- 
cree of enforcement of the _ dissolu- 
tion. 

This proceeding before the highest tri- 
bunal of the country is the outgrowth 
of years of investigation of ‘Standard 
Oil” on the part of the Government. Its 
immediate origin was a petition filed In 
1906 by the Department of Justice in 
the United States Circuit Court for the 
Eastern District of Missouri, asking for 
the dissolution of the Standard Oil Co. 

of New Jersey, as violating the Sherman 
anti-trust act. 

Testimony was taken in St. Louis and 
in New York in “the case, John OD. 
Rockefeller himself being a witness. 
Four judges had been called in to pass 
on the case and they finally announced 
a decree, granting substantially all that 
the Government had asked. It is from 
this decree \that the counse] for the 
Standard Oil appealed to the Supreme 
Court. 

Only eight justices will gartictpihe in 
the consideration of the case. Justice 
Moody is ill.

NEW YORK, March 14.—While giving 
his aeroplane exhibition at the Jamaica 
racetrack yesterday afternoon, Louls 


Paulhan, the fearless Frenchman, made 
the greatest flight of its kind on rec- 
ord. He traveled six miles in a whirl- 
ing wind in 8m. 1@s. and at one time 
attained a speed of 70 miles an hour. 
This is the fastest a man has ever 
flown in a heavier-than-air machine. 
Two thousand. persons witnessed the 
feat. 

Paulhan walked out on the field, feit 
the wind from every direction and then 
ordered his big Farman biplane brought 
out. Even those who had never seen 
a flight before realized the danger, and 
there was tense silence when Pauihaa 
took his seat in the craft. He ordered 
the engine started and sat motionless 
as the propeller began to whirl. When 
it reached top speed he waved his arms 
and the biplane shot ahead in’ the teeth 
of the wind. 

Almost immediately it leaped into the 
air, but began to rock and tip. “Well, 
there goes my money,” said Edwin 
Cleary, manager for Paulhan, as he 
turned his back on the plunging cratt. 

Needed All Aviator’s Efforts. 

It seemed that the aviator must sure- 
ly be dashed to the ground. The biplane 
was swept in all directions by treach- 
erous air currents. It swayed as would 
a raft in a raging sea. Paulhan’s best 
efforts were needed to prevent disas- 
ter. He lifted the craft, checked it 
and then straightened it en its course, 
Each time it recovered from the on- 
slaught of air he drove it with all the 
power of the moters: It was soon seen 
the craft was forging ahead. 

When the edge of the track was 
reached, Paulhay, instead of turning, 
kept on. The cry went up: 

“He has lost control.”’ 

It seemed certain the airship would 
be dashed against the horse barns.

HUGE FINES POSSIBLE 


Thousands of Violations of 
the Elkins Law: Charged 
Against Accused Men~ 


By Leased Wire Froni the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, March 14.—William C. 
Maxwell, general traffic manager of the 
Wabash Railroad; David 0. Ives, 
former general traffic manager of the 
Wabash, and Fred C. Frieser, foreign 
agent for the Wabash, wete arraigned 
before Judge Holt in the United States 
District Court this morning on indict- 
ments under the Elkins rebate law, re- 


turned here Feb, 22 last, for giving re- 


oares for the influencing of traffic of 
foreign origin. 


The evidence in the case, which was 
gathered and laid before the Federal 
officials, was of a most comprehensive 
nature and tended to show rebating 
agreements between various railroads 
and steamship lines, notably the Hol- 
land-American line. John L. Minnis of 
St. Louis, general counsel for the Wa- 
bash, entered tenative pleas of not 
guilty for the three men with leave to 
change the pleas or take such other 
action as he deemed advisable within 
two weeks, and the men were discharged 
in bail of $5000 each. 

Robert Burnap, former traffic man- 
ager of the Central Vermont Railway, 
and William F. — Schmidt, former 
freight agent for the Wabash, were 
included in the indictments and are 
yet to plead. Mr.-#chmidt is said to 
be ill and Mr. Burnap to be out of 
town. 

Wanted Further Inquiry. 

Assistant United States District Attor- 
ney Crim was asked why the indict- 
ments, which on their face appeared to 
have been found last September, were 
not presented earlier to the Court. 

“For the reason that we desired to 
pursue our investigations further before 
the grand jury,’’ was the reply. 

“Does the presentment of "the indict- 
ments now mean the conclusion of the 
investigation?” 

“Not at all,” replied the Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney, “‘but I will say that alto- 
gether too much has-been made of these 
cases in the newspapers. Crim’s re- 
marks were made in the presence of 
counsel for the three defendants. Later 
Minnis said: “While I am not as yet 
familiar with the cases against my cli- 
ents, I do not view them seriously. Why, 
the amount of the rebate alleged to have 
been paid by Maxwell, I believe, to the 
agent of the steamship line, was only 
$45. When I have gone over the indict- 
ments more carefully, I may have a 
more detailed statement.” 

Eight months have been spent by 
United States District Attorney Henry 
A. Wise and one of his assistants, John 
W. H. Crim, accumulating and arranging 
the mass of evidence which will be pre- 
sented at the trials. Though all of these 
indictments were found together last 
September it was imperative to main- 
tain absolute secrecy concerning the five 
railroad representatives and only the 
indictment of Adrian Gips was per- 
mitted to become public by his arrafgn- 
ment in November to plead. 

Fifty or more counts are contained in 
the indictments and under the terms: of 
the Elkins anti-rebate law as amended 
on June 2, 1906, a fine of $20,000 may 
be imposed for each separate offense. 
In addition, every defendant found 
guilty is liable to two years’ imprison- 
ment for each offense. 

The total of possible fines which the 
Inited States Government might collect 
under the indictments already found 
would exceed $1,000,000. But the specific 
offenses charged in the indictments 
form but a small portion of the totz) 
number of instances where rebates were 
allowed to the Holland-American Steam- 
ship Co. and exacted by it. The World 
furnished the Government with docu- 
mentary évidence involving moye than 
2300 violations of the Elkins law, for 
which, could the full statutory fine be 
collected in every case, the defendants 
might be mulcted in the enormous sum 
of $46,000,000. 

The objective in the grand jury and 
subsequent investigations was not the 
corporations concerned in the granting 
and accepting of rebates, but the men 


who conceived and carrig@d out the op- 
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erations. 

President Taft, who took a deep and 

active interest in the World’s disclos- 
ures, approved this plan. In directing 
that ne stone be left unturned to in- 
sure convictions, the instructions of 
the administration were: 
_ “Use no brass band methods. Work 
quietly and effectively to get results.

Searchers Dragging Cahokia 
for Body of Third Victim, 
Who Fell From Trestle. — 


The boating and fishing season in the 
vicinity of St. Louis opened with three 
drownings. 

The body of Emil Schmidt of New 
Baden, Ill, was taken Monday from 
Trenkle Slough, 12 miles from his home. 
With Jolm Bassler and Adam Neff he 
went to the slough Saturday to fish. 
As evening aproached Schmidt and his 
companions started home in their boat, 


las Ke had some preparations to make 


for the christening of his-child, which 
was to take place Sunday. As they 
were rowing to the bank the boat 
struck a sandbar and was overturned. 
Schmidt could not swim, and his com- 
panions had difficulty in saving them- 
selves. 

A verdict of accident was returned by 

a Coroner’s jury at Clayton Monday, 
after an investigation into the death of 
William J. Howell of Kirkwood. He 
was. drowned in' the Meramec River 
Sunday by the capsizing of a canoe. 
, Simultaneously, searchers were drag- 
ging Cahokia Creek and the Mississippi 
River for the body of Jacob Reif- 
schneider, 3370 South Broadway, who fell 
from a railroad trestle at noon Sunday 
and was drewngd in Dead Man’s Shal- 
lows. 

According to spectators, Howell and a 
companion, Charles Witte of Kirkwood, 
overturned the boat in their excitement. 
Members of the fishing party which 
Reifsneider accompanied to Cahokia say 
he had been drinking and stumbled off 
the trestle into the water. Howell's body 
was recovered four hours after his 
death. It is feared the body of. Reif- 
sneider has been swept into the Missis- 
sippi River. 

With Reifsneider was his fiance, Miss 
Marguerite Miller, 708 South Broadway. 
As she saw him drowning, she attempt- 
ed to spring’ into the water to die with 
him. She was restrained after a strug- 
gie by Mr. and Mrs, BE. A. Denman, 
with whom she lives. 

Otto Harrison, 631 South Broadway, 
another member of the party, leaped 
after Reifsneider into the shallows and 
narrowly escaped drowning himself. As 
he was sinking, exhausted,” Denman 
thrust a fishing pole into his grasp and 
towed him ashore. Reifsneider was 22 
years old and a teamster. 

Witte was saved from death by Frank 
Ware of Valley Park, who swam to the 
overturned canoe and bore him ashore.

BAD FOR BALLINGER. 

By the testimony of Arthur P. Davis, chief en- 
gineer of the reclamation service, the activities 
of Secretary Ballinger are presented in a worse 
light than ever. It appears that in some of his 
statements to the President, the Secretary was 
guilty of a degree of misrepresentation that close- 
ly approached downright falsehood. Thus Bal- 
linger said that in restoring certain lands with- 
drawn by Garfield, he had been guided by recom- 
mendations of the réclamation service. Davis 
declares these recommendations were made by 
orders issued by Ballinger himself. : 

Upon the foundation laid in the charges of 
Glavis, there has now been built a formidable 
mass of evidence by Pinchot, by Garfield and by 
Davis. It‘ is quite true that no single charge or 
statement taken by itself convicts the Secretary 
of any criminal offense,, but the cumulative effect 
is overwhelmingly against his moral fitness for 
the position he holds. By ways, devious and in- 
direct it is true, but none the less persistent and 
pernicious, he has sought to advance the interests 
of corporations at the expense of the public. It 
is perhaps too much to expect the President to 
dismiss: him under fire; but it is clear that to 
maintain him: in office will weaken the confi- 
dence of the public in the administration.

“Charley Horse.” But often his horse 
is of a yery different character. Fre- 
quently it is only a pony and not a 
full grown instance. Howell’s trou- 
ble is a veritable Percheron of the 
type. 

Mere muscular soreness is not 
“Charley horse.” Mere suffering 
muscles, due to overwork, chill oF 
other temporary causes of a slight 
nature, are not responsible for the 
real “Carolus Equus.” 

“Charley horse” proper is due.to @ 
break in the thin tissue or sheath 
which covers the muscles. Through 
a misconception of the injury base- 
ball players are wont to believe that 
a hard workout will remove the kink, 
just as it does the soreness due to 
the first efforts at getting into con- 
dition, in spring training. As a mat- 
ter of fact, such efforts only aggra- 
vate the cause and prevent the heal- 
ing of the source of trouble. A bad 
case, however, produces such acute 
pain that there will not long be 
doubt in the mind of the pitcher or 
thrower as to the nature of his 
trouble. 

Rest Cure the Old Way. 

Rest has hitherto been the prescribed 
cure. But Doctor A. H. Hamel of this 
city, who operated on Howell’s arm, 
seems to hold the Delief that, by sewing 
together the break and giving it time 
to” heal, the full usefulness of the 
particular muscle disturbed can be ob- 
tained again. 

If Howell’s surgical case meets suc- 
cess many an arm that has hitherto 
been put d6ut of commission as a bread- 
winner will be restored to pristime ef- 
ficiency.
